MEXICO CITY, July 24.—As a re­ 
su lt of an attack three days ago on a

The telephone lino from the top of 
Santiago P eak to Fire 
Warden Ad- 
kinson’s house in ' the

This partially establishes the tor- 
est fire alarm system for the San ta 
Ana m ountains. 
As soon as an ap­ 
propriation is made, the line will be 
completed to Forest Ranger Stephen­ 
son’s house a t El Toro, where con­ 
nections m ay be made to either the 
Pacific telephone or the Home tele­ 
phone. 
T he line from the mountain 
to the forest ranger's station will bs 
forest service property. 
The line from the peak to Aditio- 
son’s house furnishes great 
protec­ 
tion. 
From 
the 
peak 
with 
field 
glasses, the lookout, Eugene Davis, 
can detect sm oke on any 
part 
of 
the range. 
W ith the portion of the 
line so far completed, warning can 
be given to Adkinson 
and 
spread 
over the w est side in a short time. 
W hen the line to El Toro is com­ 
pleted, the foqpst ranger 
can 
give 
w arning to the Corona and Elsinore 
side by long distance telephone. The 
principal thing in the control of a 
fire is to get a body of fire-lighters 
a t the edge of the blaze as quickly 
as possible, and beat out the tiro be­ 
fore it gets under headway. 
A fire 
thai could be put out by ten men, if 
left for two hours might take a hun­ 
dred. 
Davis w as in Santa Ana this morn­ 
ing w ith Forest Ranger Htepphensou, 
and was sworn in as a forest officer, 
w hich gives him 
authority 
to im­ 
press m en into service in 
case of 
fire. 
Davis and his wife have been 
cam ping in the Trabuco. 
Yesterday 
they moved to the top of the moun­ 
tain, w here they have a 
tent 
and 
cabin. 
This week the forest ranger 
will move m aterial to the peak for 
building a small lookout house, with 
windows on all sides. 
Davis and his wife expect to have 
visitors a part of the 
summer. 
At 
the present time they have three vis­ 
itors, two of them being from River­ 
side, w here Davis and his wife live. 
Davis has been a missionary to Chi­ 
na, and had to give up the work for 
his health. 
At the end of this sum­ 
m er he expects to re-enter the min­ 
istry. 
T here is a fair frail to the top of 
Santiago Peak from 
the 
Trabuco 
side. 
The trail has 
been 
used a 
g reat deal this sum mer in the build­ 
ing of the telephone line, and the in­ 
dications are that it will be used a 
great deal this sum mer by campers

Clim b to tho top of the mountain for 
the pleasure of it, tnough ordinarily 
it will be a hot climb, for the sun 
beating down on the mountain is not 
conductive to comfort. 
Yesterday fourteen boys who are 
in the Long Reach Y.M.C.A. camp in 
the Trabuco made the ascent of the 
m ountain, ami enjoyed every foot of 
the climb up and down. 
Forest Ranger 
Stephenson stated 
this morning that so far tnis sum­ 
m er there has been no fire ou the 
national forest in his division. 
The 
forest officers are insistently educat­ 
ing earnpers concerning the care of 
camp-fires. 
Careless campers are re­ 
sponsible for a large share of forest 
fires, and Stephenson urges tnat ev­ 
ery person going into the hills sees 
to it th at no camp-fire be bigger than 
Is necessary for the 
purpose 
for 
which it is built, that it be not built 
until leaves and brush are 
cleared 
away from the spot where it is to 
be built, that it never ne 
left 
un­ 
guarded anu by all means see to it 
th a t every spark of fire is out be­ 
fore the carap is left. 
Every camp­ 
fire ought to be 
thoroughly 
water- 
soaked before it is 
left. 
Covering 
coals of fire with dirt is against the 
law and is a menace, for cattle may 
come along and kick the coals into 
the open. 
Stephenson gives special 
warning 
against throwing 
away 
cigar 
and 
cigarette stubs. 
“A good many men think nothing 
of tossing away a cigar or cigarette 
stub while it is still burning," said 
Stephenson. 
"T hat is all that la nec­ 
essary to sta rt a 
fire 
that 
m ight 
sweep the range. 
The grass la al­ 
ready very dry, and it needs but a 
touch of fire to sta rt it burning. The 
only safe way to dispose of a cigar 
or cigarette stub when one is trav­ 
eling In the m ountains is to throw It 
in the bottom of the automobile or 
rig."

The quality of local 
potatoes has been good. Some of the 
heavier soil potatoes have proven very 
soggy for cooking and there has been 
some complaint about them which has 
put them fractionally lower In price 
than the loam soil spuds. There were 
no onion receipts and the market was 
active on the product which at pres­ 
ent Is nearly all from 
local 
fields.
